LAY UNDISCOVERED 
3 DAYS IN HOTEL 


Stricken in Room, Dr. 
Hammond Falls to Floor 
and Is Unable To Rise; 
Condition Not Serious. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 29.—()— 
How Dr. H. C. Hammond, acting pres- 
ident of Flora McDonald college, Red 
Springs, N. C., lay paralyzed and help- 
less for three days and nights on the 
floor of a room in a local hotel before 
his plight was discovered by hotel at- 
tendants, was revealed here tonight 
after the missing educator was found 
in the Baptist hospital. 

His left arm and side are paralyzed 
and his left leg is partly paralyzed. 
His condition is not serious, Dr. P. E. 
Payne, who is treating him, said to- 
night, and he will recover. 

Dr. Hammond left his home in Red 
Springs on July 17 and registered at 
the Jefferson hotel that night. He 
had an engagement at Graham, N. C., 
the next day with J. Harvey White.

Friends Alarmed. 

When he failed to show up for the 
services last Sunday his friends be- 
came alarmed and started a search for 
him. The search was not made known, 
however, until last Friday night.

They searched hospitals and 
found him. 

Dr. Hammond, according to the 
story unfolded today, apparently was 
stricken while in bed during the night 
of July 17. He attempted to arise 
Wednesday morning and fell on the 
floor. He rolled under the bed and 


every effort, he said, appeared to get 
him farther under the bed instead of 
toward the door. 
Absence Reported. 

Hotel employees thought nothing of 
the failure of the guest to appear 
about the lobbies as many guests keep 
their keys and go and come without 
being noticed. Finally, however, the 
houekeeper reported to the hotel man- 
ager that the guest in this particular 
room had not been seen and that she 
could not enter the room.

SECTIONALISM DAY 
HAS PASSED IN U. 8. 
SAYS PRESIDENT 


In Speech Dedicating a 
Memorial in Wisconsin 
Coolidge Lauds Unified 
Nation.

Cannon Falls, Minn., July 29.— 
(United News.)—The day of section- 
alism has passed and America is a 
united nation, President Coolidge said 
today in an address lauding the new 
south as he dedicated a memorial to 
Col. William Colvill, a hero of Gettys- 
burg. 

“I am firmly convinced that the re- 
sponsible elements both in the north 


and the south each look with pride 
and satisfaction upon the brilliant 
contribution which the other is mak- 
ing to the national welfare and are 
just as eager to help the orhe* as 
they are to help themselves,” the pres- 
ident said. 

“A notable example of this occurred 
in the last session of congress when 
the flood relief measure for the lower 
Mississippi valley, which will prob- 
ably equal in cost the Panama canal 
and a very large amount of which 
will be paid for by northern states, 
passed by practically a unanimous 
vote. 

“The day of sectionalism is passed. 
We are a united nation.”’ 

Reviews History. 

Reviewing briefly the history be- 
hind today’s dedication, President 
Coolidge said the battle at Gettys- 
burg stood as an exhibition of pure 
patriotism, of supreme sacrifice for 
the integrity of the union. Colonel 
Colville led the first Minnesota volun- 


; teers in breaking the advance of the 


Confederates under Longstreet and 
Hill. When the action was over only 
42 of the 262 who began the charge 
under Colonel Colvill were still in 
line, the president said. The other 
215 were dead or wounded. 

“In all history,” the president con- 
tinued. “This charge has few if any 
equals and no superiors. 
exhibition of the most exalted heroism 
against an apparent insuperable an- 
tagonist.”’ 

He said if Gettysburg had been lost 
Washington, New York and Phila- 
delphia would have been open to in- 
vasion and the north might have been 
defeated. 

Entitled to Sympathy. 

The president said the time has 
now come when these events can be 
viewed more dispassionately. He said 
the ablest minds had honestly differ- 
ei in the constitutional questions 
which helped bring on the civil war, 
and that the south was caught inex- 
tricably in a net of circumstances 
and instead of being charged with all 
of the blame it was entitled to sym- 
pathy in many ways. 

“Our country was all involved in a 
great national tragedy from which it 
could extricate itself only by an ap- 
palling national sacrifice,” President 
Coolidge continued.

BOW TO FRENCH 


America Must Win Both 
of Si gles Matches Mon- 
day To Bring Davis Cup 
to United States. “ 


TILDEN AND COCHET 
WILL MEET TODAY 


Hennessy Will Play La- 
coste; Brilliant Individ- 
ual Playing Marks Dou- 
bles Match Sunday.

Roland Garros Stadium, Auteuil, 
France, July 29.—())—With a dis- 
play of brilliant individual tennis, 
Henri Cochet and Jean Borotra, to- 
day made it almost a certainty that 
the Davis cup will remain in France 
for another year by defeating the 
American team of William T. Tilden 
and Francis T. Hunter in the doubles 
match 6-4, 6-8, 7-5, 4-6, 6-2. 

With only one victory in the first 
three matches the United States must 
win both of tomorrow's singles 
matches to bring the cup back from 
France. Big Bill Tilden, who scored 
America’s one win Friday over 
France’s ace, Rene Lacoste, will meet 
Cochet tomorrow, while John Hen- 
nessey comes up against an almost 
insuperable obstacle to American vic- 
tory in the redoubtable Lacoste. 

Taking up the double match to- 
day where it was left off yesterday 


when rain made further play impossi- 
ble late in the afternoon with the 
Frenchmen leading three games to two 
in the first set, Cochet and Borotra 
played great individual tennis to over- 
come the fine doubles play of Tilden 
and Hunter. The American pair play- 
el the greatest doubles game that 
they have ever displayed in France, 
but the individual superiority of the 
Frenchmen turned the balance. 
The match was remarkably inter- 
esting from the spectators’ point of 
view, because of its variety and of 


kind of tennis to the most flagrant 
errors. At times the players success- 
fully got off strokes which appeared 
utterly beyond their powers, only to 
commit faults a few moments later 
that would make the most ordinary 
club® player blush. 

The perfect overhead game of the 
two French players turned the tide 
in their favor more than any other 
one thing. Ground strokes had no 
part in this match. The volley was 
the thing, and the players appeared 
to resent even the necessity of going 
back to the baseline to deliver their 
services. 

Cochet was the best player on the 
court today, with Tilden a close sec- 
ond, while the superiority of Borotra 
over Hunter told the tale of victory 
for France. The two better solo play- 
ers conquered two lesser men playing 
as a team. To use a warlike com- 
parison, Cochet and Borotra showed 
the same spirit in turning back the 
American invasion that the French

one Nurmi. 

The phantom of Finland came back 
to the Olympic arena this afternoon 
a trifle balder and more mature look- 
ing but still the greatest distance run. 
ner of them all. 

In one of the greatest races of his 
long and illustrious career, Paavo out- 
classed the little American, Joie Ray, 
outran his rival countryman, Willie 
Ritola, in a spectacular finishing 
sprint and smashed the Olympic rec- 


ord in the 10,000-meter final. 

Nurmi beat Ritola by four yards 
in a remarkable two-man duel and 
wiped out the latter's Olympic mark 
of 1924 by covering the distance of 
approximately 6 and a quarter miles 
in 30 minutes 18 4-5 seconds. 

Nurmi’s striking triumph, his sev- 
enth in three Olympiads, climaxed a 
day of otherwise senational American 
triumph in which the giant Kansan, 
John Kuck, competing under the col- 
ors of the Los Angeles A. C., shat- 
tered the world’s shot put record with 
a heave of slightly over 52 feet, and 
another westerner, Bob King, of Stan- 
ford, captured the’high jump crown 
from his veteran countryman, Harold 
Osborn, of the Illinois A. C 

An Amazing Event. 

In the most amazing weight-tossing 

battle the world has ever seen, Kuck 
on his next to last throw, heaved the 
16-pound ball a distance of 52 feet 
11-16 inch, to beat his countryman. 
Herman Brix, of the University of 
Washington, and the German giant. 
Emil Hirschfeld. Brix was second 
with a toss of 51 feet, 8 inches, and 
Hirschfeld third with 51 feet 6 7-8 
inches, all three eclipsing Pat McDon- 
ald’s old Olympic mark by more than 
a foot. 
_Never before in Olympic competi- 
tion has 51 feet been: approached nor 
had 52 feet been touched anywhere 
in actual contest, yet on the same 
afternoon, the three giants, two 
Americans aml one German, had these 
figures groggy. 

Kuck’s performance eclipsed the 
world’s mark of 51 feet 9 5-8 inches, 
set by Hirschfeld last May, but ac- 
tually placed on the books only two 
days ago. With Hirschfeld’s mark 
went McDonald’s Olympic record of 
00 feet 3 7-8 inches, set in 1912. 

With the distinction, through 

Kuck’s performance of having the 
Stars and Stripes first hoisted to the 
top of the Olympic victory pole, the 
Americans by winning two of the 
day's three finals rolled up a com- 
manding lead in the team battle, scor- 
ing 35 points and more than doubling 
Finland’s total of 17. 
_ All told America placed six men 
in the finals of the two field events 
besides qualifying 10 others in the 
trails or semi-finals of the three track 
tests. 

Three of the first four places in 
the shot put went to the United 
States for Eric Krenz, Stanford star. 
placed fourth back of Kuck, Brix and 
Hirschfeld. 

Sprinters Come Through. 

In the high jump, won by King 
with a leap of six feet, 43-8 inches, 
Ben Hedges, Jr., of the New York 
A. C. was second and Horald Osborn, 
the defending champion, fifth. 

The American sprint quartet with 
Frank Wykoff, Glendale, Calif., sen- 
sation, and Henry Russell, former 
Cornell star, showing most brilliantly, 
all came through two sets of 100 
meter trials with flying colors, win- 
ning eight races in rapid fire order. 

With Lloyd Hahn, the Boston A. 
A. flier, setting the pace by running 
the fastest 800 meter trial in 1-56 4-5, 
the four Americans also qualified for 


Heroic Guard: 


Saves 2+ Tots 
In Park Pool 


Hand, Hurt in Rescuing 
Babes From Car. 


A heroic rescue of two small tots 
from a runaway car, which plunged 
into Grant park swimming pool late 


Sunday afternoon, may cost Buddie 
Patrick, 20-year-old lifeguard, the use 


of his right hand. Patrick smashed 
the glass door of the car, after it had 
careened into the water, and saved the 
lives of Dinkey Maxwell, 2, and Ted 
Maxwell, aged four months, who were 
trapped in the machine. Doctors at 
Grady hospital stated that the young 
lifeguard may lose the use of the hand 
due to the severing of several muscles. 


Mrs. R. C. Maxwell, of 1006 Hardee 
street, mother of the children, drove 
to the park about 6 o'clock with a 
companion, Mrs. R. C. Ellenberg, of 
Tifton, and her two little boys. She 
parked near Cherokee avenue, about 
100 yards from the swimming pool, 
and alighted from the car, leaving the 
two youngsters asleep on the back 
seat. The two women had just step- 
ped from the running board when an- 
other car, parking behind the Maxwell 
car, struck it and started it down the 
grade toward the water. 

Car Is Submerged. 

As the automobile with its human 
freight gathered speed toward the pool, 
horror-stricken persons nearby scream- 
ed a warning to the lifeguard. Near 
the edge of the water the car swerved 
suddenly and turned over as it dived 
into the poal with the two children. 
The water at that point was about 
eight feet deep and the car sank from 
view as the frantic mother ran down 
the slope after her babies. : 

Patrick rushed to the spot and dived 
into the water in an attempt to get 
to the children. The doors to the car 
were closed and he was unable to 
force them open, although he could see 
the little tots imprisoned within. Des- 
perate, he drove his right fist through 
the glass, entered the car and brought 
the boys to the surface. 

Restored Uninjured. 

The children were restored unin- 
jured to their mother’s arms but their 
courageous rescuer’s hand was found 
to be badly lacerated by the glass 
which he had smashed. 

Coineidental to the main drama 
were two small by-plays of tragedy 
and comedy. Theron Smith, 10, of 
215 Auburn avenue, running to the 
scene of the excitement stepped on a 
piece of glass and cut his right foot 
badly. An unidentified man who was 
dozing on a park bench near the edge 
of the pool was given an unlooked-for

Only a hint of what the campaign 
may bring forth is suggested by the 
announcement that the Sabins, of New 
York, are going — ways polit- 
ically this year. hat woman’s suf- 
frage may mean to domestic tranquil- 
lity is only beginning to be thought 
of. In the two presidential campaigns 
since suffrage was granted the con- 
tests have been dull and without any 
questions which might precipitate the 
mildest fireside argument. 


But now, with prohibition and the 


personalities of Hoover and Smith 
dominating the campaign, family con- 
versation in many homes is going to 
sound like static on a stormy night 
The Sabins are presumably too gen- 
teel to ever reach the point of con- 
tinuing their arguments with the fam- 
ily china. But it is rumored some 


families almost come to blows over 
going to a movie. What will the 
presidential campaign do to them? 

When former Senator Owen of Ok- 
lahoma, a democrat, switch Hoo- 
ver last week, Senator George Moses 
said that Mrs. Owen was for Hoover 
and that she had won her husband 
over. 

Mrs. Gertrude M. Pattangall, for 
mer democratic national committee- 
woman from Maine, announced her 
support of Hoover last week.

Fourteen Are Hurt When

New York, July 29.—(4)—Twenty- 
five persons were injured, several ‘of 
them seriously, tonight when two 
northbound elevated trains, crowded 
with pasesngers homeward bound from 
Sunday outings, crashed at Sixty- 
uinth street and Columbus avenue. 

The most seriously injured were two 
brothers, John Cairo, whose leg was 
crushed, necessitating amputation, and 
Joseph Cairo, who suffered fractures 
of both legs. Several others were sent 
to hospitals. 

Colision Follows Tie-up. 

The collision came as a climax of a 
tie-up in which five trains were in- 
volved. The first train was stalled by 
n fire in a wheel box and its passen- 
cers ordered out at Seventy-second 
street station. An attempt was made 
to couple two seven-car trains which 
followed and overloading of the motors 
resulted in a short circuit which shut 
off power and light on the trains. 

The rear end of the last car of the 
Sixth avenue train which had stopped 
at the end of the stalled line of trains 
was telescoped by the vestibule of the 
Ninth avenue train, which ran into it. 
Confusion in the crowded trains caus- 
ed by the failure of the lights became 
a near panic when the trains crashed. 

Ambulances Called. 


Several ambulances, police and fire 
department rescue squads were called. 
While the most seriously injured were 
being sent to a ambulance sur- 
geons established emergency dressing 
stations in nearby stores and treated 
the less seriously injured as fast as 
policement and firemen carried them 
down ladders from the elevated struc- 
ture. Thé uninjured passengers were 
assisted by police along the elevated 
structure to the nearest station. 

The motorman of the second train 
was reported to have escaped from 
the wreckage of his vestibule with 
minor injuries. Immediately after the 
collision he was missing and police 
were detailed to find him.

Candidate Has Nothing

Kansas editor, and Robert L. Owen, 
former democratic senator from Okla- 
homa, wits the remark that he had 
“nothing to say at this time.” 

Despite his reluctance to talk poli- 
tics while on vacation, Smith, before 
and during his visit to the park re- 
gion in the afternoon, took a few 
shots at the republican legislature, 
with which he has been at odds on the 
state park development program. 

Seores Niggardly Policy. 

He reiterated his contention that 
the legislature had adopted a niggard- 
ly policy, and once, as he gazed 
around at Montauk Point, noting the 
lack of bathing and recreational facil- 
ities, declared : 

“This is cold-blooded, deliberate neg- 
lect. It’s ridiculous.” 

Refreshed by a good night’s rest at

As a result of the explosion and fire 
that converted the showroom into 41 
blazing furnace in which 23 prison- 
ers became trapped, two men were 
dead tonight, four others burned al- 
most beyond recognition and proba- 
bly fatally, while 17 others were burn. 
ed seriously. 

The dead are Floyd Pinson, who 
was serving a 10-year term for bur- 
glary, and William Key. The dying 
are Jesse Daily, Henry Rivieres, E. 
Mercer and W. B. Hale. 

Door Padlocked. 

Last night 56 white prisoners on 

the farm and a number of Mexican 


trusties trooped to the dining room 
for the regular weekly movie show- 
ing. The only door to the room was 
secured with a padlock. 

A news reel had been shown and a 
comedy was flashed on the screen. 
The men were laughing good natured- 
ly when one of the convicts attempted 
to light a forbidden cigarette. The 
match broke and the blazing end fell 
into an open film container. 

A deafening explosion was followed 
by a flash of livid flame. Laughter 
turned to cries of horror as the prison- 
ers stampeded for the exit. Another 
blast ceme as a second film container 
exploded and flames swept through 
the frame structure. 

Twenty-three men, who had been sit- 
ting between the projection machine 
and the door, and who were packed 
near the exit, were burned horribly. 
Flames licked about tehir bodies and 
ignited their rough prison clothing as 
they shrieked, cursed and prayed. 

Confusion Reigns. 

So tightly was the rocking mass of 
tortured humanity pressed against the 
door, it defied frantic efforts of guards 
to remove the lock. The confusion 
was indescribable. Men wept and 
shrieked for aid, but not a single man 
could lift his arms to prevent the 
creeping flames from enveloping him, 

The remainder of the convicts, who 
ran toward the opposite end of the 
room, were forced by the flames to 
witness the suffering of their fellow 
prisoners. 

Finally the door was opened and 
human torches staggered into the air. 
Men dropped everywhere and lay un- 
heeded on the grass as guards, with 
drawn pistols, busied themselves in 
preventing a wholesale escape. 

The dying and injured were picked 
up and carried to the prison emer- 
gency hospital, where more piteous 
scenes were enacted. Men, their bod- 
les seared, some with arms and legs 
almost burned off, begged for aid 
Some cried for death. 

Homemade remedies were applied 
at the prison hospital and the more 
seriously burned were removed to hos- 
pitals here. 

For a time the flames threatened 
a dormitory where 180 Mexicans were 
quartered and which almost was in 
mutiny when the panic spread. Guards 
with drawn pistols subdued the pris 
oners as efforts were made to combat 
the flames. 


8 Meet Death 
When Freight 


Train Burns 


Unidentified Men Burned to 
Death in Wreck in 


Wyoming. 


Guernsey, Wyo., July 29.—(@)— 
Eight unidentified men were burned 
to death in a spectacular freight train 
wreck on the Burlington railroad here 
today. 

The men were beating their way 
in an empty box car. They were 


tank cars ignited. 

Tank cars comprised the greater 
part of the train of 27 cars and 
flaming gasoline spread from 
wreck down the Platte river several 
miles, causing the river to appear as 
though it were on fire. 

So badly were the bodies of the 
men burned authorities believed they 
never would be identified. 

Railroad officials expressed the’ 
opinion that the wreck was caused 
by loosening of the road bed by 
cloudbursts last night. The track 
near the Platte river, where the wreck 
oceurred, had become so shaky that 
it gave way under the weight of the 
heavy freight train, they said. 

The train was running along 
smoothly when the track gave way be- 
neath it, they said. Twenty-four of 
the 27 cars in the train were destroy- 
ed either by the force of the crash or 
by the fire that followed. 

Ranchers for miles around were at- 
tracted by the flaming gasoline on the 


river. A wrecking train was dispatcb- 
ed to the spot.

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Is Jailed 


In Marder of Youth 
On Lumpkin Farm — 


Henry Turner Is Taken 
in Custody on Warrant 
Charging Murder of Joe 
Walden. 


RELATIVE IS HELD 
ON SIMILAR CHARGE 


Two Men To Face Com- 
mitment Hearing in 
Dahlonega Tuesday; Boy 

‘ Fought With Turner. 


Dahlonega, Ga., July 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Henry Turner, vunordained 
preacher, was arrested Sunday on a 
charge of murder in connection with 
the discovery Friday of the dismem- 
bered body of 18-year-old Joe Walden, 
Lumpkin county youth, who disap- 
peared more than a year ago. 

Abb Smith, well-known farmer and 
brother-in-law of Turner, also was 
formally charged with murder follow- 
ing the coroner’s inquest late Satur- 
day. He had been held on a techni- 
cal charge of suspicion in connection 
with the boy’s death and* an old 
liquor warrant was served to effect 
his arrest. 

Officers had searched for ‘Tuner 
since the finding of the boy’s decom- 
posed body about seven miles south 
of here Friday. He was taken in 
custody Sunday at his home in 
Auraria, about eight miles from 
Dahlonega. -He was very nervous 
when arrested, but made no state- 
ment concerning the boy’s disappear- 
ance or death. 

Face Court Tuesday. 

A commitment hearing will be 
giveh Smith and Turner Tuesday be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Clyde Love- 
lace, who issued the warrants charg- 
ing murder... The result of the coron- 
er’s inquest insofar as concerns the 
manner in which the lad was slain, 
will be made public at that time, it 
was intimated by Coroner H. Head. 

Turner, who has some local reputa- 
tion as a preacher, although he has 
no particular church and has never 


been ordained, is a farmer, as is 
Smith. Both are well known in their 
community. Smith has_ vigorously 
denied all knowledge of the boy's 
death, repeating a story he told of- 
ficers following the boy's disappear- « 
ance more than a year ago—that he 
had received a letter from young 
Walden some time after he vanished, 
He claims that the letter came from 
a South Carolina town. 

Tells of Fight. 

At the inquest Saturday, which 
was continued over until Sunday, 
Will Witherow, a farmer who lives 
near Turner’s home, testified that 
Turner and the boy had engaged in a 
fist fight some weeks before the lat- 
ter disappeared. Witherow said he 
understood the altercation was the 
outgrowth of a dispute over wages, 

According to the witness, the fight 
took place at the Smith farm and 
that as he came up to where the 
participants were fighting the youth 
knocked Turner to the ground and 
later drove him from the Smith 
premises. 

At the inquest it was developed 
that Tell Arrendale, also a farmer, 
was the first to come across the 
skull and later the bones of the boy, 
who had been buried, with his fish- 
ing pole and lines, in a shallow grave 
on what is known as Mooney’s 
branch. The spot is about seven miles 
due south of Dahlonega. 

Maintains Innocence. 

Arrendale said he told Tom Mooney 
and Buck Crane of the ghastly dis- 
covery and they notified Sheriff 
Houseley. The dismembered body 
was positively identified as that of 
the missing boy, and after a cursory 
examination by Dr. A. ©. Cantrell 
it was stated that due to its con- 
dition it was difficult to determine 
the manner in which the lad was 
killed. 

Under the continual grilling of of- 
ficers, Smith maintains a positive -de- 
nial of any knoweledge of the death 
of young Walden. Turner, on the 
contrary, is taciturn, refusing to com- 
ment on the case at all. 

It is the general supposition local- 
ly that Walden was slain as the out- 
growth of a liquor deal. The spot 
where his body was found is in the 
thick of the “liquor” section of the 
county, many stills having been cap- 
tured or destroyed there in the past. 
Smith himself had been at odds with 
the authorities on the charge of 
making liquor.

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THE RUMPUS IN PANAMA. 


This nation has a peculiar in- 
terest in the local government of 
Panama. While the isthmus is an 
American territorial protectorate, 
as is Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
the administration of its affairs is of 
more acute concern because of the 
Panama canal, and its relation to 
world trade. 


It has been the policy of this 
government, as it has been in other 
foreign colonials, to give the broad- 
est possible autonomy to the native 
populations in the handling of their 
own affairs, consistent with law and 
order, and the maintenance of sta- 
bilized regimes. 

While at the present time party 
“ins’ are charged by party ‘‘outs” 
with fraud and corruption, and the 
“outs” are threatening revolution, 
the secretary of. state has very 
firmly demanded that peace shall 
be maintained. For this he is to be 
commended. 

Equally commendable is his re- 
fusal to intervene—at this time, cer- 
tainly—in the interest of the “outs.” 
Impulsiveness gets nowhere in prac- 
tical diplomacy, arid Secretary Kel- 
logg may be depended upon to 
handle the situation with wisdom 
and the proper disé¢retion. 

He has been masterful in his han- 
dling of political disputes among the 
Latins, and has never left a sting, 
or any embitterness toward this 
nation. 

In his own quiet, forceful way he 
gets: results without blustering. He 
will see to it that not only good 
order is maintained in Panama, but 
good government, without discrim- 
inations, or unjust penalties. 


UNSPORTSMANLIKE COURSE. 


There appears to be an epidemic 
of some nature sweeping through 
the official family of Mayor Thomp- 
son, republican, of Chicago. Two 
weeks ago City Controller Fitzmor- 
ris suddenly became ‘“‘ill’’ and re- 
Signed. Shortly thereafter Police 
Commissioner Michael Hughes, suf- 
fering from possibly the same ill- 
ness, also resigned. In the mean- 
time several of the second lieuten- 
ants and top-sergeants in his politi- 
cal machine suffered from the same 
malady and resigned. 


The Thompson outfit is the rec- 
ognized republican machine of 
Chicago. It has recently been un- 
der a terrific barrage. Several un- 
enviable disclosures have been made, 
not to take into account its activity 
in 1926 for the nomination of Frank 
Smith to the senate, millions of dol- 
lars having been spent in the pri- 
mary as disclosed by the Reed in- 
vestigating committee. 

Disclosures of other local natures 
have within the past few month 
startled Chicago, and Mayor Thomp- 
son has been rapidly slipping. The 
latest primary elections developed 
that he had practically lost his grip. 

The point, however, that is of pe- 
culiar interest in the south is the 
present-day ballyhoo of the demo- 
cratic insurrectionists in the interest 
of the republicans, based upon an 
alleged “Tammanyized candidate.”

| TRAFFIC TRAGEDIES CONTINUE. 

The distressing traffic tragedies 
of the past few hours have shocked 
Atlanta. Despite all of the agencies 
that are combining to assure safety, 
and to impress every person, wheth- 
er the driver of an automobile, or 
pedestrian, with the imperativeness 
of being “safety minded” the wave 
of accidents continues, human life is 
sacrificed, and present and future 
suffering is multiplied. 

Practically all traffic accidents are 
avoidable. Reckless driving, “tak- 
ing chances,” unsteady hands at 
the controls, utter disregard of 
Street and highway traffic laws, and 
thoughtlessness, constitute the out- 
Standing causes of such accidents. 

Statistics prove that deaths and 
casualties from accidents of all 
kinds are greater in this country 
each year than have resulted in a 
like period from any war. It is one 
of the alarming problems of the 
time, and demands the _ earnest 
action and cooperation of every 
citizen. Mayor Ragsdale has been 
particularly active in promoting 
safety. He has had good police 
cooperation. And yet the wave 
sweeps on. 


RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE. 

The Chicago Tribune is one of 
the most influential newspapers in 
America. It is republican. It is 
vigorously supporting the repub- 
lican nominees this year. But it is 
fair. 

The republican leaders naturally 
want the democratic party split by 
insurgency from’ within. They 
welcome the activities of Bishop 
Cannon, Dr. Barton, a group of At- 
lanta ministers, and others, includ- 
ing some misguided women who

I had a dozen things that I wanted

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


| “AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE. 


No. 46.—Health Hazards in the Air. 

Not every schoolboy knows that 
neither ‘malaria nor any other pesti- 
lence is carried in or by the air of a 
damp or swampy region. Hven in 
schools where a farcial conrse in 
“health” is -iven the average un- 
trained teacher assigned to give the 
“health” instruction still cherishes 
myths and bugaboos about the air 
and the climate. 

So far as our scientific knowledge 
goes, there is not the slightest reason 
to imagine that any disease is ever 
carried in or by the air, aside from 
droplet or spray infection as described 
in a previous chapter. If your next 
door neighbor has diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, smallpox, tuberculosis, or a hos- 
pital for these infectious diseases, you 
are in no danger whatever so long as 
you can keep out of range of the pa- 
tient ill of the disease. A wall of air 
12 feet or more in thickness is an ab- 
solutely impassable barrier for any 
known disease germs or virus—though 
of course it would not keep kids, 
cats, cooties or convalescents from 
bringing you samples of the disease. 

Actual health hazards in the air are 
foul odors, chemical contamination 
from industrial plants, smoke, dusts 
and, nowadays most important of all, 
carbon monoxid gas. 

Even the most disagreeable odor is 
not of itself harmful but through as- 
sociation certain foul odors are esthe- 
tically repugnant and the public 
health ordinances rightly classify con- 
ditions giving rise to such odors as 
nuisances. For instance a creek or 
stream flowing through a city and 
receiving sewage, traverses a ceme- 
tery and empties into a lake in the 
city’s largest park. The noisome stench 
the water gives off in the summer 
is in itself absolutely harmless to 
public health though unquestionably 
nauseating to all who are unfortunate 
residents or visitors in the vicinity, 
and it is by no means healthful for 
both the fat and lean to have their 
stomachs turned as often as they ven- 
ture out for a breath of air. 

It is rather regrettable that many 
public health ordinances still deal 
with the disposal of carcasses of dead 
animals, for this is a police matter 
and in no way concerns’. public 
health, though the sanitary regula- 
tions governing the disposal of such 
“nuisances” give moral encouragement 
to the popular notion that there is 
danger to health from bad odors. 

“Sewer gas,” formerly a dreaded 
bugaboo, is no longer feared by any- 
one with elementary knowledge of 
hygiene. Leakage or escape of such 
gases into the air of a house is un- 
pleasant but not a menace to any- 
‘body’s health. Occasionally a work- 
man is asphyxiated in a manhole or 
sewer, whether from leakage of il- 
luminating gas mains, gasoline from 
garages or cleaning establishments, or 
gases from spent liquors of chemical 
works, Ordinary “sewer gas’’ is car- 
bon dioxid and perhaps some methane 
(marsh gas) both of which are harm- 
less to breathe, diluted by air. 

Often the air in the neighborhood 
of an industrial plant is so heavily 
contaminated with “banana oil’— 
amyl acetate—or other chemical sol- 
vent, that persons passing in the 
street may actually get a headache or 
nausea from the stuff. The air in and 
about the place where much painting, 
enameling, lacquering or gliding is 
done is likely to be polluted with va- 
rious odorous fumes which are quite 
poisonous. All such shops should be 
required to have ample air space 
around them and ventilation to pre- 
vent concentration of the injurious 
fumes in the air. 

The most deadly contamination of 
the air is that with carbon menoxid, 
which is odorless.

Eminent Augusta Attorney

MASTERPIECE BODIES BY FISHER 


Evanston, Ill, July 29.—(P)—A 
new day for agriculture will be born 
when science finds a use for lignin, 
Dr. C. H. Herty, former president of 
the American Chemical society, said 
tonight in an interview at the in- 
stitute’s meeting at Northwestern 
university. 

Sixty million tons 
produced annually in this country. 
The product—which is composed 
about half of wood—is extracted 
from farm wastes. The substance 
has been described as a mortar ex- 
tract that holds the celluloise mole- 
cular “bricks” together. 

“When our chemists have solved 
this problem—as well as that of dis- 
covering the compositions of mole 
cules of starch and celluloise, there 
will no longer be any question about 
the utilization of surplus farm prod- 
ucts,” Dr. Herty said. “The surplus 
will appear in a thousand different 
new forms of useful commodities.”’

“Bootleg money is on the increase,” 
said a prominent Wall street banker 
Saturday, as he looked over the call 
money statement for the week. 

What is “bootleg” money? Simply 
the surplus money which has been 
accumulated by corporations and in- 
dividuals and loaned “on call” in New 
York, but not subject to banking 
regulations. 


I stated last week that “call” 
money was divided into three classes: 
First, loans by the New York banks; 
second, loans by out-of-town banks; 
third, loans by others. “Bootleg” 
money is the loans by others. It stands 
today at $1,806,000,000, an increase 
of $37,000,000 over the preceding 
week, and 43 per cent of the entire 
“call” money volume outstanding. 

This “bootleg” money in past years 


has been merely deposited with banks

Now it 
is placed on the market, and New 
York banks act as agents in the 
placing of these funds, charging 5 
per cent upon the interest return as a 
fee for the work. 

How the banks can control the 
money market without having any 
control over “bootleg” money is a 
problem of major importance. So far 
it has not been solved. 


After Professor Sweeney, of Iowa

H. B. Joy, well-known business man 
of Detroit, has issued a pamphlet fa- 
voring the reconsideration by the 
United States of the war debts. 


He believes the settlements made 
by the United States did not take 
into account the sacrifices of the al- 
lies and the financial advantages 
which accrued to the United States 
before entering the big war on the 
allied side. 


The United States can directly 
trace $37,000,000,000 of its exports to 
the war, and nearly all the money 
lent to the allies was spent in the 
United States, he says. 

This should be encouraging to 
France, which, so far, has refused to 
make any settlement with the govern- 
ment of the United States. If France 


can make a better arrangement than 
the one already offered to her, then 
naturally the other nations with 
whom settlements have been com- 
pleted will come back and suggest re- 
settlements with them. 


Ultimately the whole problem of 
war debts will adjust itself on. an 
economic—not a political—basis. For 
a political settlement of a financial 
problem is not a settlement at all. 


The investment trust—is it good or 
bad? 

George V. McLaughlin, president 
of the Brooklyn Trust company, for- 
mer New York state superintendent 
of banks, says that the amazing 


growth of the investment trust is due 
to a “bull market and a catchy name.” 
He thinks that the word “trust” is 
misleading, and that it should be 
barred from use by “other than bank- 
ing institutions acting under the 
banking laws in a fiduciary capacity.”

Anyone investing in one of these 
trusts should inquire along at least 
six different lines. 

First—Is the management capable 
and honest? 

Second—Were the stocks bought at 
a reasonable price or were they bought 
on a high market? 

Third—How much of the earnings 
are deducted to take care of dividends 
on founders’ shares, special fees, sal- 
aries and promoters’ costs? 

Fourth—Are the reserves being 
built up to take care of the possible 
drops in the value of its stocks? 

Fifth—Is full publicity given re- 
garding all matters connected with 
the buying and selling of its securi- 
ties? 

Sixth—Are the articles of incorpo- 
ration, trust agreement, indenture 
and other legal matters drawn up in 
a “tight” or “loose” manner? 

Up to date investment trusts have 
had no state supervision. 


Sir James Irvine, eminent Scotch 
chemist, says that the United States 
is the greatest idealist nation and 
hopes for permanent peace. Its hope 
for peace in the future rests upon a 


strong navy and the development by 


the United States of the most deadly 
of poisonous gases, he declares.
